District Library 
to ask for 0.75 
mill increase

At the May 10 regular meeting of the 
Belleville Area District Library Board, the 
board voted unanimously to seek 0.75 mill 
in additional tax to build a new library. 

This will be put on the Nov. 8 General à 
Election ballot. In 2014, voters turned - 
down a proposal for a $19 million bond r! j ; [= ikin 
issue and 1 mill for 20 years for operating 
funds for a lakeside library on the DNR 
property in Van Buren Township. 

This scaled-down library proposal is to 
build in downtown Belleville, next to the 
present library site, which will then be 
razed. The bond is expected to be for $14

At its May 10 meeting, the board also EE E EE e ees ec 


unanimously approved an agreement with 
the City of Belleville addressing land use 
and parking to make way for a new library 
building in the middle of Fourth Street at 
Charles. 

The agreement was expected to be on the 
city council agenda for its consideration on 
May 16. 

The agreement states that the library 
will purchase the parcel next door at 360 
Charles Street for $200,000, which the 
library has already optioned, and deliver 
that to the city and itself for a joint parking 
lot constructed by the library. 

The city will abandon its parking lot 
at Charles and Fourth and turn it and the 
parcels where the library is now located 
over to the library. The city also will vacate 
Fourth Street from Charles to the west side 
of the alley. 

The land agreement is contingent upon 
the library successfully passing a bond 
authorization ballot proposal for $14 Class of

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Sinking Fund can’t pay for McBride paving; project off for now

At Monday’s 4 p.m. work/study session of 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
and later at the 7:30 p.m. workshop of 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education, a common issue was discussed. 

Engineering work has been stopped 
suddenly on the paving of McBride Road 
which was supposed to be done by the time 
school starts next fall. 

“Is it true we cannot use Sinking Funds 
for road repair?” asked Trustee Phil Hart at 
the VBT meeting. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, said the school 
district’s auditing firm, Taylor and Morgan, 
said it was legal to use the school’s Sinking 
Fund to hard surface the road in front of 
McBride Middle School, but the districts 
legal counsel said it couldn’t. 

The VBT board members were perplexed 
at how the school’s attorney’s opinion was 
dated April 15, yet the board of education 
voted on April 21 to use up to $180,000 of 
the Sinking Fund for road surfacing. 

And, VBT approved engineering for the 
project on April 19. 

It wasn’t until May 5 that VBT was 
informed and immediately stopped the 
engineering on the project. 


“The attorney said no on April 15,” Akers 
said. “I got a call from Pam on May 5 saying 
the project is not going through,” he said 
referring to Pam Johnson, the secretary to 
the school superintendent. 

On May 5, VBT officials were told there 
was no superintendent there because she 
was on vacation. And James Williams, the 
school district’s director of buildings and 
grounds, who had assured the board and 
the township that the Sinking Fund could 
be used for the project, now doesn’t want 
to talk about it with township officials. 

“Tt took them three weeks to tell us,” said 
Clerk Leon Wright, noting the township 
and the school board were told by Williams 
that the auditors said it was OK. 

“We get into trouble when we try to fast- 
track,” said Trustee Jeff Jahr. “We have to 
have the i’s dotted and the t’s crossed.” 

The VBT board discussed how they 
would use the money available from the 
county, now that McBride won’t be done. 

Akers said they could look at doing 
McBride with a special assessment district, 
where property owners could pay the 20% 
needed for the deal that has the county 
paying 80%. 

Trustee Jahr asked for the board to be 
involved in the discussions, since trustees 
knew nothing about the deal with the school 


involving McBride until it was announced 
at a school board meeting. 

“We had no memo of understanding on 
the project,” said Trustee Reggie Miller. 
“The engineering began and now we have 
an invoice for thousands of dollars of 
work.” 

Akers said Canton went out to the 
community and did a lottery for its county 
road funds. The money can only be spent 
on roads owned by Wayne County. It was 
suggested that Morton Taylor Road, that 
was supposed to be paved by a developer 
but wasn’t, could be considered. 

“We’ll look forward to getting information 
on this,” Trustee Miller said. 

Later, at the end of Monday’s school 
board meeting, Trustee Sherry Frazier 
asked about the Sinking Fund not being 
used for McBride, since the board had been 
assured that Plante Moran CRESA, which 
consults on use of the Sinking Fund, and 
the board’s auditors Morgan Taylor, both 
said it’s OK. 

Trustee Frazier said both Williams and 
Interim Superintendent Shonta Langford 
Green had assured her the Sinking Fund 
could be used. Frazier said she told Green 
that Akers needs that in writing and Green 
said she would do it. 

If the Sinking Fund is used for something 


not allowed by the state, the school district 
would never be allowed to have Sinking 
Funds again, she said. 

“Last week, I heard from somebody at 
the township that we can’t use the Sinking 
Fund,” Frazier said. 

Then school board members got an 
email from school board president Brent 
Mikulski that their attorneys, Collins and 
Blaha, said no. 

“Tt upsets me we got OKs from two firms 
that we pay, with Plante Moran being an 
expert on Sinking Funds across the state, 
with attorneys on staff, and suddenly, 
what?” Frazier. “And, we didn’t get case 
law cited.” 

“It bothers me we rely and pay for 
this information,” she said. “Somebody 
dropped the ball somewhere. 

“We have spent $264,000 on legal fees so 
far this school year. I’ve added it up. 

“Its a disappointment for all parties 
involved,” Frazier said of the McBride 
paving. 

“And, it bothers me that we’re that 
cavalier with taxpayers’ money,” she said. 
“People we pay should be accountable to 
us.” 

No other school board members spoke on 
the subject Monday.

“She’s done an outstanding job and 
we’re going to miss her,” Supervisor John 
Morgan said.

Leonard said before her husband had 
a massive stroke, she worked for the 
Commission on Professional and Hospital 
Activities (CPHA) in Ann Arbor for 12 
years. After his stroke, she came home to 
take care of him and their two children, 
Benny Leonard II and Serita Leonard. 

She said she took part-time jobs until she 
was able to get a job with the township. 

Leonard said then-Supervisor Clarence 
Hoffmann offered her the chance and gave 
her counseling from the beginning on how 
important the position was. He said it took 


dedication, honesty, and getting along with 
and respecting other people. 

“T hope I followed his direction,” 
last Friday. 

Leonard started as staff clerk in the 
supervisor’s office and after Supervisor 
Hoffmann, she worked under Supervisor 
Marvin Banotai. Then, she became deputy 
treasurer under Treasurer John Morgan. 
Her work with housing rehab continued as 
she changed positions. 

Then, she did housing rehab in the building 
department and also worked as assistant

senior coordinator at the same time Then, 
she moved to the police department where 
she has been for the past 17 years. 

Leonard’s recent bout with cancer is in 
remission, but she said she and her husband 
Benny are both breaking down in health. 
She said he now spends three days a week 
at the senior center enjoying activities. 

It’s time for her to retire, she said. 

The board approved posting Leonard’s 
position in-house for a replacement. 

In other business at the April 26 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved Mary Sherwood to a position 
on the planning commission with a term to 
expire Sept. 23, 2017. She replaces Sharon 
Claxton who resigned; 

e Heard a presentation by Bethany 
Burge, Planning and Programs Manager at 
The Senior Alliance. She said The Senior 
Alliance was founded in Wayne County 
by Edward McNamara in 1980 for 31 
communities in the county. For 35 years 
Wayne County has been the vendor of 
the nutritional program, but that has been 
discontinued, so the Alliance is seeking 
another vendor for the next three-year 
cycle. The Senior Alliance added $670,000 
in emergency funding to the Meals on 
Wheels program, and there possibly will 


be wait-lists in the future, she said; 

e Heard Trustee Matthew Oddy say there 
have been questions about the moratorium 
on medical marijuana facilities and he 
wanted to make sure it hasn’t expired. 
“I took the position you don’t need a 
moratorium to say you can’t break the 
law,” said township attorney Rob Young. 
He said he will bring a resolution to extend 
the moratorium to the next meeting; 

e Learned the lake exhibit set up at the 
Belleville Area Museum is on display in 
the township hall hallway, on loan. It was 
put together by the Belleville High School 
New Tech students and the museum; and 

e Heard Deb Callison ask about cutting 
grass for seniors. She was told there is no 
grass cutting for seniors this year because 
the CDBG money usually set aside for 
that is being used for a generator for the 
community center. Supervisor Morgan said 
in case there is a catastrophic event like a 
tornado, and people have no home to go 
home to, they would have a place to go. The 
school (senior center) is a designated place 
to go if there is, “God forbid, a nuclear 
attack,” Morgan said. Callison said she and 
her husband got to know seniors over the 
five years they have cut grass and, “We as 
a company cut 22 for free last year.”

Are attorneys 
running Van Buren 
Public Schools? 


It’s been suggested that the school district 
attorneys are running the Van Buren Public 
Schools. And, maybe they are. 

The school board seems afraid to make 
any decision unless Collins & Blaha says 
it’s OK. 

The legal fees from Collins & Blaha were 
$62,706.93 from July 2014 through March 
2015. Nobody contests that. 

Now, in this school year from July 
2015 through March 2016, the fees were 
$166,238.14, a difference of $103,531.21. 

Trustees Sherry Frazier calculates that 
$98,172.25 was paid additionally to them 
in April, making a total of $264,410.39 this 
school year. 

Now the business office tells us that there 
was an entry that was given to Frazier twice 
so the total actually is $210,474. Whatever. 
The cost is still too much and the board 
majority is afraid to move without the OK 
of the attorneys. (Example: Four teachers 
still on leave.) 

The attorneys now have overruled the 
Plante Moran and auditor’s opinions on the 
McBride paving. It looks like the district is 
putty in the hands of Collins & Blaha and 
the more legal opinions and closed-door 
sessions, the more tax money shelled out. 
Why bother to vote for a school board if 
the attorneys are running the show? This 
is the same firm that had the district refuse 
to honor an Independent FOIA when other 
local public bodies had easily complied to 
a similar request.

Is city’s Civil Service 
Commission legal? 


To the Editor: 

Civil Service Commission, Section 
16.3: “...The Civil Service Commission 
shall consist of (means must have) three 
members appointed by the Mayor ...” 

Civil Service Commission, Section 
16.7 sub item 7: Removes from the Civil 
Service Commission “... Persons serving 
emergency or temporary appointments, 
not to exceed ninety (90) days...” If that 
person serves beyond the 90 days Civil 
Service Commission action is required to 
continue the employment and comply with 
the City Charter. 

After Chief Taylor retired, by City 
Council action, Harold Berriman was 
hired to “temporarily” fill the position of 
Chief of Police. Chief Berriman has now 
served almost two years, ‘way beyond 90 
days, where the City Charter requires the 
temporary replacement to go before the 
Civil Service Commission. At the recent 
Civil Service Commission meeting Mayor 
Conley missed a “Golden Opportunity” (if 
there was a legal Commission) to correct 
the City Administration’s not complying 
with the City Charter. For almost two 
years, since the retirement of Chief Gene 
Taylor, we have a temporary Police Chief 
whose service has gone well beyond the 90 
days as required by the charter. 

The article in the May 12, 2016 edition of 
the Independent newspaper brings to light 
Belleville has a mayor who apparently has 
a distain for the Civil Service portion of the 
City Charter. 

It appears the Mayor’s initiation of 
a Charter Amendment to eliminate the 
Civil Service Commission (which was 
overwhelmingly defeated by the City 
voters) was brought on by her defeat in the 
Civil Service Hearing regarding the health 
benefits for Keith Boc. After the hearing, 
Civil Commission members Roy Acho and 
Mike Loria resigned from the Civil Service 
Commission. And as a final blow to the 
Civil Service Commission, Mayor Conley 
did not reappoint Don Bluhm after his term 
expired. 

The Civil Service Commission, still 
alive in the City Charter, was ignored by 
the Mayor as evidenced by her very slowly 
appointing members to the Commission 
and only appointing two of the required 
three members. 

The City Charter requires the Civil 
Service Commission be composed of three 
members. With only two members on the 
Commission the City Charter requirements 
are not met, you only have an incomplete 
Commission. You cannot have a quorum

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until you have a complete Commission. 
The current Commission is a nullity and 
so is the action they took at the “meeting.”

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that the Cities of Flat Rock, Gibraltar and Woodhaven in the County 
of Wayne, the Charter Townships of Brownstown, Huron and Van Buren in the County of Wayne, 
and the Village of South Rockwood in the County of Monroe (collectively, the “Local Units” and 
each a “Local Unit’) have each approved the execution of a contract (the “Contract”)with the 
South Huron Valley Utility Authority (the “Authority”) pursuant to Act No. 233, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1955, as amended, which Contract will provide among other things that the Authority 
will acquire, construct, furnish and equip improvements to the Authority’s sewage disposal system, 
consisting generally of reequipping existing biological treatment tanks with new diffused aeration 
equipment, including mixers, diffusers, blowers, valves, gates, control system improvements, and 
safety improvements, together with all necessary appurtenances and attachments thereto and will 
issue its bonds in the approximate amount of not to exceed $3,700,000 to finance all or part of the 
cost of said improvements. Each Local Unit, including the Charter Township of Van Buren, will 
pay to the Authority annually all sums necessary to retire its share of the principal of and interest 
of said bonds pursuant to a proposed Financing Contract among the Authority and the Local Units.

CONTRACT OBLIGATIONS OF THE LOCAL UNITS 


It is presently contemplated that said bonds will be issued by the Authority in the principal 
amount of not to exceed $3,700,000 and will be payable in not to exceed twenty (20) years, and will 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding 6% per annum on the outstanding principal balance, subject 
to revision pursuant to Michigan law and the Contract. The Contract includes the pledge by each 
Local Unit of its limited tax full faith and credit as security for its obligations under the Contract 
including payment of its share of debt service on the bonds.

his absences and what to do about it. 

The LDFA approved changes to its bylaws 
earlier in the meeting to allow Dobriansky 
and other members to attend meetings by 
telephone or video conference equipment 
when they cannot attend in person. 

Dobriansky did fly in to attend a meeting 
last fall, shortly after his appointment by 
Supervisor Linda Combs and the township 
board, but the LDFA meeting was cancelled 
at the last minute due to a lack of quorum. 
After many suggestions on how to approach 
the absent member, Ron Akers, director of 
planning and economic development, said 
he would set up a meeting with Supervisor 
Combs on the matter. He said it’s up to 
the township board to make up the LDFA 
membership, besides the county and school 
district representatives which are required. 

“They are not required members at the 
table,” Akers said of Sovereign. 

LDFA chairman Michael Dotson said 
he will work with Akers and try to have it 
done before the next meeting on July 12. 

The LDFA is anxious to develop more 
property at Grace Lake in order to bring 
in more tax money to capture. Having a 
representative of Sovereign at the table 
would be very helpful, they have said. 

In other business at the 1 hour, 14-minute 
meeting, the LDFA: 

e Directed Akers to set up a closed-door 
session with attorney Kaveh Kashef for 
what he sees downstream on the township’s 
bond shortfall. LDFA member Doug Peters 
requested the meeting, “So we’re notin 2017 
or 2018 and ask, “Where’s the money?’” 
Peters said he wants the township to be 
able to pursue as many options as possible. 
“I have ideas for strategy questions,” said 
Peters, who is an attorney; 

e Accepted an update memorandum on 
the 1.04 acres of property the LDFA owns 
on Ecorse Road west of Hannan, that was 
to be put up for sale. The LDFA had voted 
to rezone it before putting it up for sale and 
that rezoning request will be before the 
planning commission on May 25. With all 
the steps involved the rezoning could be in 
effect by July 20; 

e Discussed marketing and community 
outreach, an ongoing item on the agenda. 
Akers said Vantage Pointe has been again 
renamed. Detroit Regional Aerotropolis 
is offering tours of Willow Run and other 
areas to developers and is reaching out to 
property owners. Dotson said there is an 
opportunity for the out-lots to be developed 
at Grace Lake. They discussed signs and 
billboards and set up a sub-committee 
of Dotson, John Delaney and Chuck 
Covington to work on signs and traditional 
marketing; 

e Discussed Sovereign’s lack of 
motivation to develop Grace Lake further. 
“If Sovereign wanted to be a good 
neighbor, they’d show us the lease with 
Visteon,” Peters said. Later in the meeting, 
when discussing Dobriansky’s absences, 
he said, “Throw him off the committee. I 
still suspect collusion between them and 
Visteon on the property since they refused 


to furnish us with the lease”; and 

e Briefly discussed a letter from Wayne 
County Executive Warren Evans saying 
the county is reviewing all the LDFAs, 
Downtown Development Authorities, 
and other Tax Increment Financing (TIF) 
groups in the county that capture county 
tax funds. He is asking for the groups’ 
last six audited financial statements, the 
currently approved development plan for 
which the taxes are collected, a summary 
sheet of bonds that are outstanding, and 
the currently approved budget balance 
sheet, plus records that detail each of the 
expenditures. These documents are public 
records. The county said it will make 
sure taxes are not captured for ineligible 
purposes under law. “Tell them the deal’s 
going bad and we’ll be looking for money 
in 2018,” Peters said to Akers, who will be 
dealing with the county on this.
